NDUSTRIAL lines suffer because of inefficient firms, whose 
officers cling to old methods and place goods on the market, 
ev en at a loss, to compete with the more efficient institutions. 
Agriculture, too, has this problem to face. 
We find farmers who fight new methods. 
They retard the prosperity of other farmers 
by throwing on the market poor quality 
products, frequently produced at a loss. 
The nature of the banker’s 
business 
places him in a position to help this ty pe of 
farmer as well as the more progressiv e 
farmer. 
At the same time the banker can 
assure himself of good loans based on the 
farm as a going concern. 
A study of the inv estments, sources of in­ 
come and ex penses of the successful farm­ 
ers in his community will giv e the banker a 
measuring stick by which to gage the haz­ 
ard entailed in furnishing loans to other 
farmers. This study is readily accomplished 
through the use of summaries of farm rec- 
ords. In the absence of good records, surv ey 
o h . ot i s 
blanks which can be obtained from the agri­ 
cultural colleges, may be used for collecting the information. 
A banker in a dairy district would use data similar to 
Farmer A’s summary in the following table as a measuring 
stick ?o ju dge the condition of Farm er y — — — ------- ------------------------------------ 
sity of income.

ing sou rce of income, dairy p rodu cts, 
constitu tes less than one-half of the 
total income.

(27 p er cent) of op erating or working 
capital.* Farm er B is low in op erating 
cap ital. 
The nu mber of cows is also 
low, which is reflected in the farm 
receip ts, these being $3,251 less than 
those of F arm er A. 
The ex p enses of 
Farm er B, althou gh ab-au t one-half of 
those of Farm er A, are, nev ertheless, 
high in the ratio to receip ts. 
The only way to safegu ard a loan 
to Farm er B is to consider assets and 
not income. 
Before any loan shou ld 
be considered at all the banker and 
the farm er shou ld go ov er the situ a­ 
tion, u ncov er the leaks and ou tline a 
definite p rogram of imp rov ement.

There is that 
which is fraudulent parading as the genuine. 
Don’t buy in­ 
v estments simply because they sparkle. 
In the realm of wild­ 
cat financing, fictitious credentials, testimonials, and refer­ 
ences are emp loy ed to giv e setting and 
genu ine ap p earance. 
Some are su ch 
rank imitations that they are easily 
recognized, bu t others defy detection 
ex cep t on the closest inv estigation by 
an ex p ert. The only safe p rocedu re Is 
to inv estigate u nder comp etent adv ice. 
Literally millions of dollars are lost 
American sav ers annu ally as the

p rop erty , ev en to the ex tent of making 
it easy for a new owner to farm it?” 
The answer Is that ths land 
la not 
worth the selling p rice, nor will the 
prciflts deriv ed from it be any where 
near as large as p romised. 
Bu y ing into the fox bu siness, the 
p ou ltry bu siness, the dairy bu siness 
or any kind of bu siness is risky u nless 
y ou deal with reliable p ersons or firms 
whose word is as good as gold. Watch 
the seller who is insistent in forcing 
a sale u p on y ou . 
Look at Lis p rop osi­ 
tion from ev ery angle. 
Ju st becau se 
he makes glowing p romises is no 
as 
su rance that he is not the world’s 
champ ion ex aggerator. 
Ex trav agant 
and ex aggerated claims are the ear­ 
marks of the fake inv estment. 
If 
y ou want to go into farming or bu y 
into a bu siness, inv estigate before y ou 
inv est. t Write to the National Better 
Bu siness Bu reau , New York, or con 
su it y ou r local banker. 
If they are 
withou t information on y ou r p rop osed 
inv estment, wait u ntil they can get 
the facts and rep ort to y ou . 
They 
hav e no interest at stake ex cep t to 
forestall crooked games.

W ashington.— Announcement by Dr, 
A E. Douglass of the University of 
Arizona th at the study of the sequence 
of tree rings is likely to be of value 
In long-time w eather forecasting re­ 
calls that tree rings already have fu r­ 
nished valuable clews to dating pre- 
Columbian history of America, 
This method was used in conjunc­ 
tion with pottery types In fixing the 
time when Pueblo Bonito, New Mex­ 
ico, flourished as the m etropolis of 
America in the years before 1492. 
Trees Our Oldest Inhabitants. 
Dr. Neil M. Judd, leader of the N a­ 
tional Geographic society expeditions 
to Pueblo Bonito, with whom Doctor 
Douglass collaborated in applying his 
method to the Pueblo Bonito ruins, 
w rites: 
"The oldest living things In Amer­ 
ica are its big trees,* the sequoias of 
the Sierra Nevada. 
The pines and 
junipers of Arizona and New Mexico 
are much younger than the sequoias; 
but, like the latter, they are older 
than any other living thing in their 
own neighborhood. 
Some of these up­ 
land trees are between four hundred 
and five hundred years of age, aud it 
is not at all im probable that still old­ 
er ones may be found. 
"The life history of alm ost every 
tree Is revealed by its own-cross sec­ 
tion, this year’s growth being record­ 
ed by a new ring. 
If any given year 
has been one of scanty rainfall, the 
particular ring for th at year will be 
relatively thin; and, conversely, lf the 
rainfall has been abundant, there will 
be a corresponding increase in the 
thickness of the annual ring. 
"Periods of drought or excessive 
moisture, it has been learned, tend to 
repeat themselves at fairly regular in­ 
tervals, resulting thus in a more or 
less orderly sequence of thick and thin

Splendid Oval Rug 
Woven for Theater 
What is considered the world's larg­ 
est oval rug was recently completed 
by an American company for a popu­ 
lar New York theater. It was a ehe- 
uile rug I Inch In thickness, 41 by 58 
feet, oval in size, with one seam 
lengthwise in the fabric. Thirty-three 
hundred pounds of surface yarn were 
dyed and 1,300 pounds of backing 
spun for the rug, which, when sheared 
and completed, weighed over two tons. 
As a central ornament the rug design 
has the letter R, symbolizing the name 
of the theater manager. This letter 
is surrounded by motifs framed from 
the microphone. The central orna­ 
ment Is supported by four shields dis­ 
playing musical instruments and mo­ 
tifs derived from light, the spectrum 
and movie reels. These are embodied 
in a large oval panel through which 
are dispersed various animal forms. 
The outer field is surrounded by a

NDUSTRIAL lines suffer because of inefficient firms, whose 
officers cling to old methods and place goods on the market, 
even at a loss, to compete with the more efficient institutions. 
* ‘ 
Agriculture, too, has this problem to face. 
* 
We find farm ers who fight new methods. 
They retard the prosperity of other farmers 
by throwing on the m arket poor quality 
products, frequently produced at a los3. 
The nature of the banker’s 
business 
places him in a position to help this type of 
fanner as well as the more progressive 
farmer. 
At the same time the banker can 
assure himself of good loans based on the 
farm as a going concern. 
A study of the investments, sources of in­ 
come and expenses of the successful farm ­ 
ers in his community will give the banker a 
measuring stick by which to gage the haz­ 
ard entailed in furnishing loans to other 
farmers. This study is readily accomplished 
through the use of summaries of farm rec­ 
ords. In the absence of good records, survey 
blanks which can be obtained from the agri­ 
cultural colleges, may be used for collecting the information. 
A banker in a dairy district would use data similar to 
Farm er A’s summary in the following table as a measuring

An analysis of the farm er’s records 
will bring out many other leaks which 
the farmer may not have noticed. He 
may be paying high prices for feed 
when less money spent for fertilizers 
and lime may enable him to raise the 
right kind of feed on his own farm 
and stop this drain on his pocket- 
book.

Once a sharp promoter gets 
the confidence of a rich widow he has a 
‘Bonanza” as he calls it. 
Eventually he 
gets the estate and the widow gets the ex­ 
perience. 
Widows with estates should be 
on guard every minute. 
They are marked 
persons, with promotion crooks hot on their 
trail. The best thing that every woman in­ 
vestor can do is to consult her banker before 
investing. 
Properly cut and set, crystals sparkle in 
realistic imitation of diamonds. 
The same 
is true in the field of finance. There is that 
which is fraudulent parading as the genuine. 
Don’t buy in­ 
vestments simply because they sparkle. In the realm of wild­ 
cat financing, fictitious credentials, testimonials, and refer­ 
ences are employed to give setting and<^------------------------— --------------- ----------

genuine appearance. 
Some are such 
rank imitations that they are eastly 
recognized, but others defy detection 
except on the closest investigation by 
an expert The only safe procedure la 
to investigate under competent advice. 
Literally minions of dollars are lost 
to American savers annually aa the 
outcome of buying into something—a 
fraudulent farm promotion, a business 
or a job that is nothing more or less 
than a set-up to catch suckers. 
Often the savings of a lifetime 
are 
lost 
by 
buying 
unimproved 
farm 
lands 
with 
the 
understand­ 
ing 
that 
the seller, or a service 
company 
promoted 
by 
him, 
will 
plant the farm to trees or vines, 
care for them, m arket the crop and 
turn the profits, which, it is promised, 
will be big, over to the owner. 
But 
this dream never comes true. 
The 
so-called guaranteed big profits are 
never realized. 
If people would only 
stop long enough to consider all an­ 
gles of an offer like that before in­ 
vesting they would see the folly of 
plunging blindly into such a proposi­ 
tion. 
Let them ask themselves only 
this one question: “If it is true that 
such big profits are to be made, why 


is the seller so eager to part with his 
property, even to the extent of making 
it easy for a new owner to farm It?” 
The answer is that the land is not 
worth the selling price, nor will the 
profits derived from it be anywhere 
near as Large as promised. 
Buying into the fox business, the 
poultry business, the dairy business 
or any kind of business is risky unless 
you deal with reliable persons or firms 
whose word is as good as gold. Watch 
the seller who is insistent in forcing 
a sale upon you. Look at his proposi­ 
tion from every angle. 
Just because 
he makes glowing promises is no as 
surance that he is not the world’s 
champion exaggerator. 
Extravagant 
and exaggerated claims are the ear­ 
marks of the fake investment. 
If 
you want to go into farming or buy 
into a business, investigate before you 
invest. t Write to the National Better 
Business Bureau, New york, or con 
suit your local banker. 
If they are 
without information on your proposed 
investment, wait until they can get 
the facts and report to you. 
They 
have no interest at stake except to 
forestall crooked games.

nence as a formidable contender for 
the leadership of the Conservative 
party in Canada. 
Through 
his own efforts In the 
practice of his profession Bennett Is 
credited with having become a mll- 
i Bonaire. 
On top of this he now en­ 
joys a “windfall” which, lf It were an 
episode described in fiction, would be 
challenged for straining credulity. 
When Bennett, nearly 40 years ago, 
was studying law in Chatham, N. B., 
along with Max Altken, now Lord 
Beaver I) rook, among his friends were 
a Bister and brother, Jennie Shlrreff 
and Harry Shirreff, both of whom 
were a few years his senior. 
They 
worked together In church and In the 
temperance lodge. 
Girl Train* a* Nurse. 
W hether sentiment existed between 
Jennie Shirreff and the young law 
! student is not known. 
In any case, 
; their ways parted. 
The girl went to 
I Brookline, near Boston, to train as 
I nurse. Bennett went to the new town 
of Calgary, Alberta, to practice bks 
j profession, and grow up with the West. 
I 
In 
1804 
Jennie 
Shirreff 
married 


I Ezra Butler Eddy of Ottawa, proprie- 
i tor and founder of the E. B. Eddy 
j company, paper, pulp and wooden­ 
ware manufacturers, whose daughter 
by a former marriage she had served 
professionally. 
When, 12 years later Eddy died, his 
will declared It to be “one of the 
great desires of his heart” that his 
business should 
be continued. 
To 
that end he established a trust with 
his widow as one of the trustees to 
operate for ten years, at the end of 
which period his widow was to In- 
Inherit five-eighths of the estate. 
Thus In 1910 the former nurse came 
into possession of a controlling in­ 
terest of one of the great industries 
of Canada. 
She brought to her new 
responsibility an executive capacity 
which had found play even during 


j her husband’s lifetime when she had 
accompanied him on his dally rounds 
and had become fam iliar with every 
detail of his enterprises, 
j 
Meanwhile 
Bennett 
had 
reached 
I Ottawa as a member of the house 
I of commons. 
He, like Jennie Shir- 
i reff, had prospered and they resumed 
their contact on equal terms. 
Names Bennett as Trustee. 
In 1921 Mrs. Eddy died. 
Like her 
husband, she also established a trust 
which was not to be broken for fire 
years. 
She appointed as trustees and 
executors of her estate her brother, 
J. T. “Ilarry ” Shirreff, who held an 
important executive position in the 
Eddy company, and “my friend for 
the last 50 years, Richard Bedford 
Bennett, b a iste r.” 
As trustees she 
directed that her brother was to re­ 
ceive $15,000 and Bennett $7,500 a 
year. 
Subject to the provisions of the 
trust she bequeathed 1,007 shares In 
the Eddy company to her brother and 
500 shares to Bennett. 
The value of 
each bequest was in the millions. 
In 
addition to the shares in the company 
which she had inherited from her 
husband, she was able to bequeath 
another million dollars to charities, 
churches, relatives and friends. 
H arry Shirreff did not survive the 
five-year trusteeship. He died on May 
20, 1926. 
Even more surprising than 
Mrs. Eddy’s bequest was the follow- 
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leg clause In her brother’s w ill: 
"My surviving sister, Edith Jessie 
Richardson, and my surviving rela­ 
tives having been amply provided for 
by my deceased sister, Jennie Eddy, I 
give and bequeath 1,003 full paid-up 
shares of the capital stock of the E. 
B. Eddy company, limited, owned by 
me, by special bequest to Richard 
Bedford Bennett, on the expressed 
condition that the said Mr. Bennett 
•hall have paid all estate and suc­ 
cession duties and taxes which may 
be payable with respect to the said 
shares, and, further, shall have paid 
also to the Montreal Trust for the 
purpose 
of 
establishment 
of 
the 
Gulielraa Patctdng Shirreff trust fund, 
hereinafter more fully described, the 
sum of $250,000.” 
Inheritance W orth AMIHons. 
.The trust fund provided for an an­ 
nuity for the testator’s widow, and 
that provided for, Bennett, the sole 
survivor of the 
throe young com­ 
rades who merrily frequented the de­ 
bates In Temperance hall In Chatham, 
N. B., In 1888. finds himself by the 
revolution of fortune's wheel posses­ 
sor of an inheritance worth many mil­ 
lions. 
Bennett’s 1,008 shares give him a 
majority of the 2,000 shares of the 
Eddy company. 
They are not on the J 
m arket and their value can only be 
estimated. 
The plant in Hull, across 
the river from Ottawa, Is assessed at 
$4,500,000 and the company possesses 
huge timber limits In the Gatineau 
valley and elsewhere. As a going con­ 
cern the business Is worth possibly 
$20,000,000 
There have been rumors that the 
International Paper company is try­ 
ing to buy control. But the desire of 
E. B. Eddy, the founder, that the 
business should continue as aa Inde­ 
pendent growing enterprise remains 
in force. 
And the capable baud of 
Bennett Is at the helm.

Imagination 
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F you are not a good cook—you 
lack imagination. 
At least this is fhe theory ad­ 
vanced by a famous Parisian chef, 
who maintains that the diiTcrence be­ 
tween a good cook and a mediocre 
one is a difference in imaginati n. At 
any rate this statement would seem 
to hold good in the case of the wo­ 
man who believes that inasmuch as 
canned foods are cooked (cods, all 
she has to do it to heat and serve 
them. 
It is true you can heat and serve 
canned foods. 
They are healthful 
and palatable as they come from the 
cans, but just as you use sauces, sea­ 
soning and gravies to make changes 
in the character of “fresh” foods, so 
you must do with canned foods. 
Suppose, for example, that you have 
only a half a minute to prepare a 
tomato soup. 
It takes only that long 
to add the prescribed can of water 
and heat. 
But suppose your time is 
more carefully planned, and you have, 
say, ten minutes to give to the soup 
course, which the Parisian chef says 
is the all-important course in the din­ 
ner 
You cpcn a can of tomato soup, 
add a teaspoon of butter, a bit of 
onion juice, a dash of paprika, grated 
cheese and a sprig of parsley to float 
on top. 
Your soup has been trans­ 


formed from plain tomato soup to 
an exquisite culinary creation. Celery 
soup from the can may be flavored and 
topped by a snowy drift of whipped 
cream, or heavy cream not whipped 
but simply floated over it. 
This is a 
very good way to introduce a dinner. 
Just as it is possible to add indi­ 
vidual flavoring and seasoning to soup, 
s > it is with many foods which come 
in cans. 
The canner puts the best 
possible ingredients into his product 
and in a sanitary and scientific man 
r.er which the woman at home could 
not possibly do. 
He gives you the 
safest bod in the world in the most 
convenient form. He has done all the 
heavy work for you and you are free 
to devote your energies and your crea­ 
tive talents to producing an artistic 
and epicurean dish from the food you 
remove from the can. 
Not everyone likes spaghetti in the 
real Italian style, s the grocer keeps 
on his shelves plain canned spaghetti 
as well as Italian spaghetti to which 
the housewife may add what season­ 
ing she pleases. 
The woman with 
imagination can create from this per 
feet foundation, an Italian dish that 
would rival the product of Venetian 
kitchens, if she will sear some chopped 
meat in olive oil in which finely 
chopped onions are yellowing, and 


adding to it a can of mushrooms, then 
serving with a dish of heaped Par­ 
mesan cheese and bread sticks. 
Canned boneless chicken is one of 
the foods that can bo made into ex­ 
cellent dishes by combining with other 
foods.

But if we want our 
fruits blended with the nicety that
